An  Act  to  provide  for  amendment  of  certain  provisions . of  Acts  relating’  to 
certain  Universities  in  the  State. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Thirty-first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  he  called  the  Gujarat  University  Laws  (Amendment)  Short  title 
Act,  1980.
